The following commuuicntions were read : — 

1. ‘ Trilobitcs from Bolivia, collected by Dr. J. W. Evans in 
1901-1902.’ By Philip Lake, M.A., F.G.S. 

Several horizons are represented hy these fossils. Two speci- 
mens of Peltura^ probably from the Upper L/nji//a-FIags, were 
collected at Cochaiya, about miles north-east of Pata. Xcw 
species of Sfjwplujsuras and Trinudeus^ probabl}" of Arenig age, 
were found about a mile from Apolo, Province of Caupolican. An 
indeterminable species of O/gjia was obtained from the right bank of 
the River Caca, in the same province. Fhacops cf. arbuteics, Bul- 
maaites Fait ana ^ and D. Maecania were collected in the track 
from Apolo to San Jose de Cliupiamouas, also in the province of 
Caupolican. The nodules from which they were derived are 
probably of Lower Devonian age. Descriptions are given of the 
new species and other forms mentioned. It is worthy of remark 
that, while the earlier forms show affinities with the contemporaneous 
European fauna, the Devonian species are much more closely allied 
to those of South Africa and Xorth America. 

2. ‘Graptolites from Bolivia, collected by Dr. J. 5V. Evans in 
1901-1902.’ By Phhel M. R. Wood. D.Sc. 

In black pyritic shales from three localities several specimens 
of Dhhjmogvaptas were collected : one referable to bifidas, one of the 
type of alJlnis, and one of the A<V/io/.N' 0 .’ii-type. FlvfUograptus, 
Glossograptic<, Crgptograptus^ and Dqdograptas were also obtaineb 
A pale, silky grey shale shows also rare graptolites, belonging to a 
species comparable with CUmacoijraptHS coiiftrtii.'f. These forms 
indicate that both the bind; and the pale shales belong to horizons 
in the Upper Arenig rocks Lower Llanvirn of Jlicks).
